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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is issued in response to amendment filed 1/10/08. 
Claims 1-10 were amended. 

Response to Amendment 

Amended claims 1-2, 4-10 overcome the 112 rejection. Therefore the rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

Amended Claim 1 has overcome the 101 rejection. Therefore the rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

Specification 

The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, making 
reading difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and one-half or double spaced on good quality 
paper are required. See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: lines 2, and 3, discloses 
"(12)" which should be removed from the claim language . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 1, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. As recited in claims 1, the preamble calls for a method of estimating a relevance of a 
document with respect to a concept, by calculating a relevance of the concept in the document. It 
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is unclear to the rest of the limitation "if the document is considered to be relevant with respect 
to the concept calculating an ambiguity function of said concept in said document". Wherein the 
relevance function measures the presence of the concept, which is useful for estimating the 
relevance, wherein the ambiguity function is different than the relevance function, which means 
if the concept is not relevant to the document, should not be calculated or measured in the first 
place. Art will be presented in this office action. 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. The term "if in claim 1 is a 
relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "if is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The 
claim recites "if the document is considered to be relevant with respect to the concept calculating 
an ambiguity function of said concept in said document". What would be the following step if 
the document was not considered a relevant with respect to the concept? 

Claims 2-10 inherent the deficiency of claim 1, therefore they are rejected on the same 

bases. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
